Notable Institutions in Trivandrum. 
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SRI CH1TRALAYAM 
(Gallery of Asian Paintings). 

The Sri Chitralayam was opened on September 25, 1935, 
by His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore in order “to 
provide for the enjoyment, education and development of the 
artistic taste of the people by means of a collection of pictures 
representing the various eras of painting in India, along with 
some indication of the art in other parts of Asia that have 
been influenced by Indian culture”. 

The Gallery .was reconstructed out of two bungalows side 
by side in the Museum Gardens, Trivandrum, the reconstruction, 
selection of exhibits, hanging and cataloguing being done under 
the direction of Dr. J. H. Cousins. The first bungalow (single 
storeyed) is laid out in three sections illustrating modern Indian 
painting in works by (1) the pioneers of the revival of painting 
in Bengal, (2) their pupils and (3) other schools elsewhere 
.in India that arose out of the movement.. 

. The second bungalow (two-storeyed) has a large permanent 
loan collection of Indo-European paintings by Raja Ravi Varma 
and other members of the Kilimanoor family, on the ground 
floor. The rooms on the upper floor contain collections of 
Persian, Mughal, Rajput, Kalighat, Tanjore, Tibetan, Japanese, 
Chinese and Balinese paintings and prints and a unique series 
of copies of Indian mural paintings from prehistoric times, 
down through the eras of Ajanta and Bagh, to recent times in 
Cochin and Travancore. 

The gallery thus gives a continuous view of Indian painting 
and is of high educational and historical value. 

A small collection of tempera paintings, mainly related ia 
subject and sentiment to India, by the world-renowned" artist 
Nicholas Roerich and his son Svetoslav Roerich, which was 
added to in 1939 and 1941, has recently'been transferred to 
the Museum Annexe. 

A catalogue with historical and biographical notes and 
short descriptions of some 0 f the paintings is on sale for four 
chuckrams. 

The'fevy of entrance fee of two chuckrams per head was 
abolished from the 7th September 1940. A large and growing 
number of visitors from the State and outside visit the gallery, 



THE MUSEUM AND .GOVERNMENT GARDENS, 


The idea of a Museum at Trivandrum originated with 
Mr. Allan Broun F. R. S., Director of the Trivandrum Obser¬ 
vatory in the year 1852. Three years later, a Museum Society 
was organised with His Highness the Maharaja as Patron, the 
British Resident, as President and Mr. Broun as Secretary. 
Its object was to afford instruction and encouragement in arts 
and crafts by the exhibition of specimens of natural history and 
products of industry, indigenous and foreign. The nucleus of 
the institution was a collection of minerals and rocks presented 
by the President. The present building, designed by the Con¬ 
sulting Engineer to the Government of Madras and named the 
Napier Museum after a former Governor of Madras, was com¬ 
pleted in 1880. The building is of considerable architectural 
beauty. Three commodious halls connected by long corridors, 
with four towers and numerous gables, ornamental ceiling panels 
and wood work, coloured panes and artistically painted walls 
both inside and outside, constitute the main scheme of the 
building. 

An excellent collection of South Indian Bronzes and typical 
examples of Travancore Arts and Crafts are tastefully displayed 
in the galleries. Admission to this educational institution is 
free, and one day in the week is set apart for gosha ladies. 
Over five lakhs of people visit the Museum every year. 

The Museum building owes its beauty partly to its fine 
setting in a beautiful park. Fifty acres of hill and dale are taste¬ 
fully laid out in paths and terraces ; lawns and lakes, shrubberies 
and rockeries, flower-beds and conservatories, interspread with 
the runs and cages of the Zoo. Beginning from the lower level 
at the lake the ground rises tier on tier till it spreads into an 
extensive terrace converted into an ornamental garden in which 
the Museum stands. Weekly concerts are provided by the 
State Forces and Police Bands. Long flights of steps and 
grassy slopes leading down to the lake with clumps of golden 
bamboos and stately trees form the chief feature of the Lower 
Garden. There are nearly three miles of roads and foot paths; 
and a number of comfortable garden benches are provided. 

The Zoo was started in 1859 with the gracious gift of 
the Palace menagerie by His Highness the Maharaja. It now 
contains a fairly representative collection of birds and animals 



The “Park and Zoo’’ on tire one hand, and ihe Museum 
on the other, form separate institutions at present. The former 
is known as the “Government Gardens,” controlled by an 
Honorary Director assisted by a full time Superintendent, and 
the latter is under an Officer in Charge. The Museum exhibits 
have been added to and rearranged, of late, under the super¬ 
vision of Dr. Jayaram Cousins, now Art Adviser to Government 
with a view to enhancing the scope of the exhibition of 
specimens of local arts and crafts. An annexe to ihe Museum, 
exclusively devoted to the exhibition of a rare Collection of 
valuable specimens of Java Balt art, and of 3 few paintings by 
Nicholos and Sretoslav Roerich has been recently opened.. 


THE TRIVANDRUM PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

Housed in 'one of the most beautiful buildings in the town 
the Trivandrum Public Library is one of the most popular insti 
tutions among all classes of people, it had its beginning in 1847 
when the Public Library Society was organised with a limited 
membership. In November 1894, the Society was registered 
as a Joint Stock Company and became the Public Library 
Association, membership being thrown open to all persons resid¬ 
ing in Trivandrum and conforming to the Rules. In 1897, 
the Association, under an agreement, handed over its entire 
property to Government on condition that Government erect a 
suitable building and “ establish a tree library to'he handed- 
over to the public in commemoration of the sixtieth year of the 
Queen’s reign. ”■ Since 1898, the management of the institution 
rests with Government. 

The Library now contains nearly 36,000 volumes, and the 
number is being daily added to. There is a good collection of 
very old, rare and costly books and manuscripts, which are 
available for consultation by any one. The Library subscribes 
for nearly 64 periodicals. 
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'The terms of membership and subsc.ribership are detailed 
below ■

B Class members are entitled to the loan of 4 volumes at 
a time and to the use of the Members’ Reading and Writing 
Room. 

Subscribers have to pay a deposit of Bh. Rs. 3 or 2 and 
a subscription of annas 8 or 4 according to the number of 
volumes they borrow from the Library. 

With a view to extend the usefulness of this institution to 
the people of Travancore outside the Capital, there is provision 
made for ihe affiliation of mofussil libraries to this institution. 

'The amount of fees leviable from affiliated libraries is 
Bb. Rs. 9 for one year, Bh. Rs. 5 for a half year, or Bh. Re, i 
per month, the fees being payable in advance in every case. 
Each affiliated Library shall have the loan once a month of a 
variable number of books or periodicals whose total weight 
does not, as a rule, exceed 600 tolas; but Libraries to which 
books are sent through the State Transport Service shall have 
the option of the loan once a month ol either 20 books or perio- ' 
dicals, or books or periodicals weighing 600 tolas frorii the 
Trivandrum Public library. 

The cost of transmission by State Transport Service or by 
Anchal both ways will be borne by Government.

The book rooms are open from 9-30 a. m. to 12-30 Noon 
and 4 r. m. to 9-30 v. m. The Reading Rooms arc open from 
7-30 a. m. to 9-30 r. m. on all days except oh a few scheduled 
holidays. The General Reading Room has become very 
popular.

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THE MASCOT HOTEL, TRjVAWDRUM. 

The Mascot Hotel is centrally situated about two mile 
rom Trivandrum Railway Station. The Napier Museum and 
Gardens, the Public Library, the School of Arts, the Roman 
Catholic and Protestant Churches arc within easy walking 
distance of the Hotel. There arc eleven airy single rooms and 
six double rooms all with bathrooms attached. All rooms are 
furnished in modern style and the sanitary arrangements are of 
the latest pattern. The Lounge, Bar, Sitting and Dining rooms 
are well appointed. The building has two doors. The cuisine 
is excellent. Accommodation can, be booked in advance by 
applying to the Manager ol the Hotel. 

The Hotel undertakes catering lor parties in the Hotel 
premises and outside at moderate charges. 

The hotel is controlled by Messrs, Spencer & Co., Ltd. 


the victoria jubilee town hall, Trivandrum. 

The Victoria Jubilee TownHall,Trivandrum, was erected 
by public subscription, as a permanent memorial of the Golden 
Jubilee of the great and glorious reign of Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria. It was formally opened by His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja on the 25th January 1896. The Government gave a hand¬ 
some contribution of Rs. 35,000 as well as the site, measuring 
nearly an acre, (or the purpose. The work was designed and 
executed by the State Engineering Department. 

With its lofty well proportioned hall, stained glass windows 
ornamental cornice, beautiful proscenium and five-storeyed steeple 
tower, the building presents an attractive spectacle. The Hall 
can accommodate 600 to 700 persons, besides 150 -in die 
balcony and nearly 200 on the dais, which may also be used 
as a stage for theatrical performances. Three hanging curtains, 
a large embroidered velvet drop and a number of rotating side 
screens, are furnished on the stage, to serve histrionic purposes. 

Electric fans and lights are provided throughout, and special 
arrangements exist for lighting the stage. There are green 
roams and out-houses, A well laid out garden surrounds the 
main building. A moveable ticket booth is installed at one of 
the gates. The floor ol the Hall is paved with polished teak 
so as to facilitate its use for dances. The services of a tele*’ 
pit one and lire extinguisher arc also available.

SCHOOL OF ARTS. 

1 his institution was started on 17-7- i 064 M. e. (February 
1889 A. D.). The industries such as carving in wood, coconut 
shell and ivory and Kufignri work were started m Kumbhom 
1064'when the school was started. Pottery manufacture was 
started in Chrngom 1065 and silversmith’s work in Chingom 
I07<£. inlaid work in ivory was also introduced later on. The 
institution was put in charge of a Superintendent and a visiting 
committee was appointed m 1071. The committee continued 
till 1080 when it was abolished. 

Thirty students are given instruction in the drawing sub¬ 
jects as well as in any one of the handicrafts, viz., ivory, Wood 
carving, silversmith and Kuftgari and pottery work. A fresh 
batch of i 5 stipendiaries is generally admitted once in two 
years but vacancies which may arise are also filled up once 
in a year. 

The course oi instruction covers over a period of lour 
years. Other students are also admitted and given instruction 
m the drawing subjects Oil payment of Rs. 12 and Rs. 18 per 
annum 1 or the lower and the higher classes respectively. The 
paying students and the stipendiaries are also prepared lor the 
Madras Government leshuical Examinations in Drawing sub- 
ecrs and Clay Modelling. 

There is also „ . worr section which was started 

in the year 193d and >.i w.i ch 'instruction is imparted in the 
making ot lacquer-wares. Seven stipendiaries are admitted in 
this section once in two years, .-Advanced processes in lacquer¬ 
ing including chased and granite work has since been introduced 
in the Lacquer work section, 

Ivory, Kuftgari, silver, pottery and lacquer-ware articles 
are manufactured and sold. 

The' articles made in the institution are kept for show and 
sale in the Trivandrum Sales Depot, the Sri Mulatn Shastiabda- 
purti Memorial Institute, Trivandrum and in the School of Arts 
itself. The manufacture and sale ol articles ita the School of 
Arts are regulated by rules framed under the orders of Govern¬ 
ment. 

All enquiries and orders in respect ,of the articles should be 
addressed to the Superintendent, School <bf Arts, Trivandrum. 

Articles manufactured in Indian style of design are, from 
time to time, sent for exhibitions both in and out of India and 
many medals have been obtained for the excellence of the 
articles. 



THE TRIVANDRUM SALES DEPOT. 

In September 1932. Government sanctioned the opening 
of a Sales Depot m Trivandrum as an experimental measure 
and the Depot was opened on the sClih Makarcm 1108. It is 
now housed m.a biihdv.g ncai he roc I o:el. Since 1108, 
it is being continued vear afier vear on a temporary basis. 

The Depot ,» intended to serve as a medium of advertise¬ 
ment for industrial products and also as an agency for the sale 
of these products. It is no- a proat-makmg concern. Many 
private individuals and institutions, besides the Government 
institutions, have taken advantage of the Depot and exhibited 
their articles for sale there. The volume -of business transacted 
annually amounts to about Rs. ! 5 000. 

The Depot is under the charge of a Manager. It under¬ 
takes to receive exhibits and sell on commission, articles of all 
description which are bona fide products of cottage industries 
or factories in Travancore. The articles are to be delivered at 
the Depot by the owners at their cost. A commission of 10 
per cent, is charged on all articles entrusted by-private persons 
or institutions for sale and per cent, on all products of 
Government institutions. The accounts of sales are closed every 
month and the amount due less commission is paid to the owner 
of the articles during the succeeding month. 

Besides this, a Loom accessories depot has been attached 
to it. This sells all kinds of loom accessories to the local weavers 
and weaving institutions. 


THE SR! CHITRA HOME FOR THE DESTITUTE 
AND THE INFIRM. 

With the object of eradicating mendicancy and distress by 
methods of organised relief, the Home was inaugurated under 
the gracious auspices of His Highness the Maharaja in 1931, 
and was formally opened by Her Highness Maharani Setu 
Patvati Bayi in 1934. The institution, now housed in a 
spacious building with extensive premises at Pattam, is so 
equipped as to afford accommadaticn for fifty inmates. It is 
under the management of a full time Resident Superin‘endeat, 
assisted by an adequate staff and controlled by a Board of 
Management. There 13 also an Orphanage attached, with 
accommodation for 50 children, under the care of a Kesident 
Matron, 

Indigent and infirm persons of either sex above 40 years of 
age and orphans under 16 are admitted, on proper certification 




irrespective of caste or creed. They are fed, clothed and 
housed, and the children are sent to school. No effort is spared 
to make the condition of the inmates as happy and contented as 
possible with the resources available. 

The funds of the institution are almost entirely made up of 
the munificent grant of Rupees half a lakh from the privy purse 
of His Highness the Ma! srsja. The interest on this amount 
which, together with the jracious contribution of Rs. 1,000 
from Her Highness Mahararr Setu Parva*i Bavi and the hand¬ 
some donation of Ps. 500 rrom Rao Sahib Udarasiromani 
T. Padmanabha Kao, as also casual subscriptions now aggrega. 
ting to nearly Rs. 1.500. which'make up an endowment fund, 
is the main source of income for the upkeep of the institution. 
This is augmented bv generous Govern men* grants, so far 
amounting to Rs. 38.400. Lumpsum donations, subscriptions 
either periodica! or casual and contributions towards feasts 
payable either to the Honorary Secretary or the Honorary 
Treasurer, are gialcfullv accepted 

The Board of Management is sparing no pains to increase 
the resources of the Home,' 


THE SRI MULAM TIRUNAL SHASHTIABDAPURTf ' 
’ MEMORIAL INSTITUTE, TRIVANDRUM. 

The Institute, situated to the south-east of the Publ 
Offices, is a permauen* memorial which a grateful people hai 
erected in commemoration of an unique event ( the sixtie 
birthday .) in the life of a sovereign who devoted a stremiot 
life of unstinted service to the welfare of his people. It serve 
as an industrial and commercial Museum and Bureau whei 
local products and manufacture* are exhibited and sold with ii 
formation about their source, price and other useful particular 
The endowment is to the value of nearly one lakh of rupees, ( 
which one-half is invested on buildings and furniture'and tl 
other half forms the corpus of the fund, the income from' whit 
is used to defray the cost of upkeep. 

The institute is under the control of a Committee < 
Management appointed bv Government and consisting of seve 
members of whom four are non-officials. The Committee elec: 
its Chairman and Honorary Secretary; an executive committe 
is formed consisting of the above and another metnherpancl tw 
other members are selected to audit the accounts and Nake'stot 
of the exhibits at the end. of each .year. 
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With a view tp encourage trade and manufacture, the 
practice of levying charges for hire of space has been disconti¬ 
nued and it has been decided by the Committee of Management 
to allow accommodation to owners of exhibits free of charge. 
There is a library attached to the Institute, containing 
books on subjects relating to industry and commerce. The 
Institute is also subscribing for several journals dealing with 
those subjects. Tbe Institute and-he Library are open to all. 

Every year the anniversary of the birthday of His High¬ 
ness Sri Mulam Tirunal Maharaja is celebrated by the Insti¬ 
tute. The building and the premises, which have been converted 
into a neat garden forming a fine setting for the hall, are decorat¬ 
ed and illuminated. A public meeting is held at which a lecture 
on some topic relating to commerce and industry is delivered. 
Tbe bustof tbe late Maharaja, kept in the Institute, is garlanded 
and tributes are paid to the departed Ruler. 

The Institute is open daily from 9-30 A. m. to 6-30 P. M, 
Enquiries from intending exhibitors may be addressed to 
the Honorary Secretary. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL, TRIVANDRUM. 

The establishment of a separate Hospital intended exclusi¬ 
vely for-women m the State dates back to the year 1070, It 
was styled the Maternity Hospital and was intended for treating 
.Maternity cases rather than all diseases to which women and 
children are subject. It was placed in charge of a Male Assis¬ 
tant Surgeon. After some years a.Lady Doctor,was appointed 
as the bead, and the Hospital began to grow in usefulness and 
popularity. But it continued to fail to attract bidian women 
of the, better classes. .His Highness tbe Maharaja, however, 
felt that the time was rioe for giving the Capital a first-rate 
Hospital for women and children, and accordingly in 1091 
(1916') the present Hospital at Thycaud was opened with 90 
beds, and for the first time the Hospital was placed under an 
Tndian Lady Doctor trained in London, ft has now 154 beds. 
Separate Wards were provided for treating Maternity, Gynaeco¬ 
logical and Medical cases. Ten rooms for paying patients and a 
ward for children were also attached. ! be institution has 
Mown in numbers and in efficiency during the past 27 years, and 
it attracts patients not only from different parts of Travancore, but 
also .from British India, Burma and Ceylon and the East Indies, ■ 
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The Hospital, which started with about 30 in-patients and 
50 out-patients daily, and about 100 maternity cases a'yeaf, has 
now about 300 in-patients and 400 out-patients daily and over 
3000 maternity cases a year. About 800 major surgical oper¬ 
ations are also performed every year. It is interesting to note 
that in 1936, the Women and Children’s Hospital at Trivan¬ 
drum stood fourth among all the Women’s Hospitals in India in 
the number of maternity cases treated, All classes and com¬ 
munities have got over the old prejudice of coming for treatment 
to the Hospital. 

The Hospital is run entirely by women and the present 
staff consists of:—•

One European Head Nursing Sister 
Seven European Nursing Sisters 
Twenty Indian Nurses

Seventeen Mid wives 
Five Compounders 

Dewan Sir C. P. Kamaswami Ai.yar, realising the im¬ 
possibility of the Government being able hereafter to supply all 
the increasing requirements of the- Hospital, started a Hospital, 
Donation Fund, with a handsome gift from himself. Several 
persons have followed his laudable example and one donor has 
givers Rs. 2,000 towards the building of a new Labour Ward 
to be named “Her Highness Karthika Thirunal Labour Ward” 
This ward was opened on 31 -10-1113/1 5-5-1938, and it is the 
first of its kind in Travancore. Another donor Mrs. R. Janaky 
Animal, wife of late Mr. S. Ramaswami Iyer, Branch Secre¬ 
tary, Oriental Life Insurance Co., Ltd,, has defrayed the 
expenses of constructing a ward with 4 beds in this institution 
named ‘Ramaswami Iver ward’ and this ward was opened on 

2-1-1117. ' ' ‘ 

During the last 14 years, a two years course for Nurses 
has been regularly held in. this Hospital, and all the Nurses 
who passed out have been employed by Government in the 
various Hospitals in the State. 

j A class for a two years course for the training of midwives 
has been opened in this institution from I-2-IH9. 
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Many eminent persons froinj different parts of the world 
liave visited the Hospitai frorn time to time including Their 
Excellencies Lady irwm, Lady Wiihagdon andLady Liniithgo w. 
They have all been greatly impressed with the efficiency ot 
the institution and its air ot cheerfulness and comfort, rier 
Excellency Lady Willingdon, on the occasion of her second 
visit to the Hospital in 1933, noted in the Visitor's Book .'— 
“It was a great joy to me to be able to visit this delightful 
Hospital again, i always remember it as one of the best 1 had 
seen in India, and now t am quite sure it is one of the best.” 


SRI CHI'I'RODAVA NARliiAKALAV'AU. 

(.The Travancore School of Kerala Dancing). 

lne bn Chitrodaya Narthakalayam was started on the 6th 
February 1937, with the permission of Government, for im¬ 
parting instruction in Indian Classical Dance based on Natya 
bastra as practised m Kerala, fhe Narthakalayam is run as a 
grant-m-aid institution undo/ the management oi Mr. Gopinath, 
the Palace Dancer, and under the general supervision and guid¬ 
ance ol the Palace Sarvadhikariakar. fhe Narthakalayam is 
liaving its headquarters at Poojapurai which is one of the healthi¬ 
est localities m l rivandrum. 1 he new buildings constructed by 
Government tor the use ot the Narthakalayam provide sufficient 
accommodation, having separate rooms for hoi ding practical 
classes and tor providing.lodging for the members ot the staff 
and residential students. The institution is equipped with suita¬ 
ble turniture, musical instruments and dance equipments. In¬ 
struction is mainly impai ted by Mr. Gopinath and Sry, Thanks- 
mani (.Mrs. Gopmath) supported by a select group ot musicians 
who form the background orchestra. The course of instruction 
to regular pupils extends over a period of six years, at the 
completion ot which certificates will be issued by the Palace 
Dancer, countersigned by the Palace Sarvadhikariakar, The 
course commences each year m June and closes m April. The 
institution is working on all days except Mondays and important 
gazetted holidays. 

The institution is open to. all who desire to receive a 
course ot instruction in Indian Classical Dance. Admission to 
regular classes is limited to boys and girls between the ages of 
12 and 18, . t 

Special classes are also held to suit die convenience of 
persons who could not join the regular classes. These special 
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classes'are of two kinds; one for persons belonging to the State 
who could not and il convenient to be students of Inc regular 
classes, and anotoer for persons from outside the Stele who* 
could make only a short stav at Trivandrum for receiving 

instruction. 

For admission to the special classes, there is no age res¬ 
triction, Special class students who belong to the State are 
usually admitted only twice a year, e„ within a month .of 
H. H. the Maharaja’s Birthday Celebration and within a month 
of the re-opening of the Narthakalayam after the Midsummer 
holidays- Special class students from outside the State are ad¬ 
mitted to the Narthakalayam with the permission of the Palace 
Sarvadhikariakar at any time of the year except during the 
Christmas holidays and the Midsummer holidays. Special 
class students, coming Irorn outside, should agree to undergo 
(raining at least for a period of three months and pay three 
months’fee in advance on admission. They should also pro- 
duce an identification and conduct certificate along with their 
application from any important officer of the place from where 
they apply. 

Pupils who undergo regular course of instruction have to 
pay a monthly fee of Rs. 5. Fees for special class students 
who belong to the State are Rs. ~/k for the first year course, 
Rs, 10 for the second year and Rs. i 5 f,or the third year. Fees 
for special class students from outside are Rs. 75 per mensem. 
Pupils undergoing the regular course of instruction can have 
their boarding in the Narthakalayam on payment of Rs. 12 per 
bead per mensem. Special boarding and special lodging could 
be conveniently arranged for those who seek admission to the 
special classes. 

Attached to the Narthakalayam is a Dancing Troupe 
which is available for public and private performances in and 
outside the State. Arrangements for such performances can be 
made by correspondence with Mr. Gopinath, Palace Dancer, 
Trivandrum. 

The expenditure on account of grant to the Narthakalayam 
is debited to the Education Budget. 

SRI SWATHI tirunal academy of music, 

The Academy of Music which was started as a depart¬ 
mental Institution on the 10th September, 1939 has beeft made 
permanent from 17th August 1942. The institution is intended 
for popularising the compositions of His Highness Sri Swati 
Tirunal and also to impart higher education in music. 
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The Academy is housed in a very spacious building situated 
south of the Residency. The institution is well equipped with 
suitable furniture and necessary musical instruments. A small 
library consisting of books on Sangita Sastra is also attached. 

The Academy provides a three years’ Diploma course in 
Vocal music. Admission is open to all between 15 and 21 
years of age and who have studied up to class Vil or Form III 
who desire to undergo the course subject to the rules of the 
institution. Instruction is imparted to men and women separately. 
The fee for the entire course is Rs. 120 levied during three 
academic years, in 8 instalments of Rs. 5 each per year. The 
course commences every year in July and closes in April. The 
institution works on all days except Sundays and other Govern¬ 
ment holidays. 

Brahmasri Semmangudi R. Sreenivasa Iyer is the. 
Principal of the institution. The teaching staff has been in¬ 
creased to seven Professors, (they being Messrs. N V, Narayana 
Bhagavathar, M. A- Kalyanakrishna Bagavathar, K. R Kumara- 
swami Aiyar, K. V. Kesava Bhagavather, C. S. Krishna Aiyar 
N. G. Sitharama Iyer and T. K. Jayarama Iyer) and two 
Sanskrit Pandits. There is also a Manager in charge of the 
Office. The present Manager is Mr. A. Venkateswara Aiyar, 
B. A. 

Many persons from far and near, have visited the insti¬ 
tution from time to time, and all of them have been well im¬ 
pressed and pleased with the work turned out by the institution. 


THE AQUARIUM. 

The Aquarium, which forms part of the Marine Biological 
Laboratory of the. University,! was opened on the 28th October, 
1940, by Her Highness the First Princess. It is designed to meet 
the needs of the Department of Marine Biology and Fisheries 
and also to serve as an educational and recreation centre for 
the general public. 

The Aquarium is situated on extensive grounds , on the 
Chackay-Shangumukhom Road and is the largest and most up-to- 
date of its kind on the mainland oi the Asiatic continent. It", 
contains 25 reinforced concrete tanks, each 10' x 3«' x 3' with,- 
T thick glass plalee in front. The tanks are arranged on both 
side of a * U ’ shaped corridor. Hie oulet'side of the ‘ U ’ is 
lined by fifteen sea water tanks, while the inner side is occupied 
by two parallel longitudinal rows of tanks, with Hve tanks in 
e»ch row for fresh water and brackish water, 
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Ail the tanks are lighted up fr.iin invisible sources and this 
enables the visitor io gel brightly illuminated view oi aquatic 
fauna. ■ Great care has been taken to reproduce in the tanka 
the conditions obtaining in the habitats oi the various exhibits. 

The tanks contain a- collection fairly representative of the 
river, lake and sea fishes of Travancore,‘and other varieties of 
rare and interesting forms of aquatic life. 

The aquarium is open to the public from 8 a. m. to 11 a. m. 
and from 2 v. m. to 6 v. ,v. on ail days. The admission lee 
is one chuckram. 


VANCHI.POOR FUND. 

The Vanchi Poor Fund has been started under the graci¬ 
ous patronage of His Highness the Maharaja and Her Highness 
Maharani Setu Parvati Bayi to provide mid-day meals, and if 
and when funds permit, to provide necessary clothing to poor 
pupils of educational institutions in selected localities in the 
State without distinction of caste or creed, to feed clothe and 
house as and when funds permit, destitute, disabled or aged per¬ 
sons who are unable to work for their living and to adopt such 
ameliorative measures as are conducive to the relief of the poof 
in the State. Its founder is Sachivoitama Sir C. P. Ramaswami 
Aiyar k. c. s. i., k- c. i. e., ll. u. and it is administered under 
his inspiring guidance. An Executive Committee consisting of 
the President, a Secretary, two Joint Secretaries, a Treasurer 
and 32 members selected from the subscribers to the Fund is 
vested with powers for sanctioning the necessary establishment 
and for making or altering the rule? or bye-laws for promoting 
the interests of the fund. A Working Committee consisting of 
the President, the Secretary, the Joint Secretaries, the Treasurer 
and 7 members elected from among the members of the 
Executive Committee functions as the administrative body. The 
Executive Committee meets once every six months and the 
working Committee as often as necessary. Periodical reports 
are made by the Working Committee to the Executive .Com¬ 
mittee for ratification. Membership to the fund is open to all 
who pay a monthly subscription of As. 4 or above. The 
Fund is the first non-communal philanthropic organisation 
esfablished in Travancore by public benefaction and its motive 
Force is selfless service and love of the poor. Branches of the' 
Fund'have been established in Attingal, Quilon, Alwaye, 
Kartikapally and iVSarthandom, and Kottayam, 
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The collection* to the extent of Rs. 1,76,000 excluding 
monthly expense* to the extent of nearly Rs. 800 have been 
nested in the Treasurer of the Charitable Endowments to be 
idministered by a Committee consisting of the Financial Secret" 
aiy to Government, the Advocate General, the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of Travancore, the Director of 
Public Instruction, the ’Mayor of the Trivandrum Corporation, 
the Deputy President of the Sri Mu lam Assembly and the 
Treasurer of the Vanchi Focr Fund, the Pro-V ice- Chancellor 
being the Chairman, and the Financial Secretary to Government 


SEBTHALAK5HMJ AMMAL ANNADANA BHAVAn 
The Seethalakshmi Ammal Annadana Bhavan under the 
auspices of the Fund was founded with the munificent donation 
of Sachivottama Sir C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar, k. c. s. i., k. r, t, 
i:., ix. D. in memory of his revered mother. It functions as the 
most important centre of feeding the poor in the city of Trivan¬ 
drum. It was opened on the first of Chingom 1119 by 
Mr, T. M. Krishnaswamy Iyer, Chief Justice of the High Court 
ind provides ample facilities for mass feeding. Its foundation 
stone was laid on the 30th June 1943 by Sachivottama Sir 
C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar. The building serves as a home for 
the daily feeding of the poor and not less than 200 persons are 
provided with mid-day meals every day with the help of public 
benefactions. This Bhavan has also an endowment Fund which 
i| vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments.

The Orthodox (Jacobite) Syrian Church of Malabar- 

History _The Orthodox Syrian Church of Malabar, also called for hist¬ 

orical reasons, Jacobite Church, is almost as old as Christianity itself, being 
founded by St. Thomas, one of the Apostles. In the fourth oentury Cnai 
Thoms, a Syrian merchant discovered these Christians and reported to the 
Catholicos of the Bast, whereupon ho sent a colony of 400 Syrians to Malabar, 
These two communities got intermingled and came to be known as Syrian Chris¬ 
tians. During the course of its long history it has suffered considerably owing 
to ^cessations and intorncuiue quarrels. At present the Olmrch is divided into 
two parties one of which restored iu.Malabar in 1088 M- E. the Catholicate of 
the East referred to above, which had long been vacant. The other party is 
directly under the Patriarch of Antioch, who resides now at Homs. Unfortu¬ 
nately the Patriarch and the Catholicos now don’t recognise each other as such- 
.Slill it is hoped that sooner or later a reconciliation will be effected. The 
governing body or the Church is the Episcopal Synod and the' Association 
Managing oomnnuee, 

The Orthodox Syrian Christians number about 450 thousand; they have 
eight Bishops three on the Patriarch’s party and five ou tho other, about 300 
pneais and 5^0 churches.

The Training College. 

The Government Normal School, Trivandrum, was founded in 
. the year 1895. Till May 1911 Teachers who had passed the F. A,, 
Matriculation or Vernacular Examinations were trained in this insti¬ 
tution. On the 91 h June 1911, the Training College was opened, and 
the Normal School ceased to exist. From that date Graduates and 
Undergraduates are being trained in the institution. At first 
only ‘24 Graduates and 24 Undergraduates were trained annually.

Attached to the College, there is a Model' EngHsh'High School 
containing classes I to IV, the Preparatory class and Forms I 
to VI. 

No candidate shall be admitted to the L. T. Degree unless he . 
has passed the written examination and unless his praotical work 
has been declared satisfactory by the Principal of the College. 

The College emphasises the practical side of the course which 
consists of the following : 

1. Practice course for one month for the L. T. Class in nine of 
the local English High Schools besides'the Model Sohool and for 27 
days In the Model School for the Undergraduate Class. 

2. Observation classes, where the pupil-teachers in the L. T. and 
Undergraduate sections observe the teaching of the senior teachers 
in the school. 

3. Criticism classes, where the pupil-teachers teach a class in the 
presence cf their colleagues who, after the class is over, offer helpful 
criticism on the lesson taken. 

4. Model lessons, given by the Lecturer or the Headmaster or 

the senior teachers In the School. > t 

5. Library work, consisting of supervised reading and independ¬ 
ent work done according to the plan chalked out in the lectures 
by those in charge of the various subjects. 
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At the end of the course of training, Diplomas are issued to the 
students showing in detail their work in the College during the 
term.

There is no scholarship tenable in the College, but teachers 
from departmental schools who entered service before 1-4-34 
if selected for training, are given a stipend of Rs. 30 or Rs. 15 ia 
the case of Graduates and Undergraduates respectively) Or their sub¬ 
stantive Pay. or acting orS.P. T. allowance which they drew priortc. 
their deputation, whichever is greater. Managers of private Behools 
are given a grant of half the stipend they pay the teachers selected 
from their school, jjrovided the teachers entered service prior to 1st 
April 1934. The grant is, however, limited to a maximum of Rs. 171 
and Rs, 8-14-0 in the case of Graduates and Undergraduates respec¬ 
tively. 

Fee concessions are granted according to the rules dated 13th 
July 1937, framed by Government. 

Every year, a gold medal of a sovereign’s weight is awarded to 
the student of the L. T. Class who has done best in his year. The 
medal was instituted in memory of the Shashtiabdapurthy of 
H. B._ the late Maharaja Sri' Mnlam Tirunal. 

There is no separate hostel for the College, but the students of 
the College are granted admission in the Government collegiate 
Hostel.

4. H. The Maharaja’s College for Women, 
Trivandrum, 

This institution, originally a school for Christian girls, was 
taken over, reorganised and onened to all castes by the Travancors 
Government in 1864, from which date it was known as the Sirkaf 
Girls’School.

The Union Christian College, Alwaye, was founded in. June 
1921, aa Hie result of a desire among some-of the Christian Churches 
n Travancore and Cochin for co-operation in educational work. The 












The College decided to admit lady''students to all courses of 
studies from the beginning of the academic year 1939-40, and a 
iioetol, building was put up for their- use at the beginning of 
1943-44. 

The total strength of the College is 418, of which 284 are in tire 
Intermediate Classes and 134 in the B. A. and B. Sc. Classes. Of 
these, 266 live in the College Hostels and the rest in homes with 
parents or guardians or in lodgings approved by the College. 

Gaines and other a thletic activitiesiare a special feature of the 
life of the hostels. 

The Alwaye Settlement, a school for Backward Classes, con 
ducted by old students of the College in close association with some 
of the members of the College staff, serves as an inspiring example 
of devoted social service, to all present students of the College.

With a view to the development and expansion of the Library 
movement in the State and the provision oil facilities for adult 
education. Government, in December 1935, sanctioned Iho intro¬ 
duction of a Rural Library System In the State. In each of the four 
Educational Divisions, 15 suitable Departmental Primary Schools 
were selected, predominantly in rural areas, where library facilities 
did not exist; and a library and-reading room '.ms started in 'each 
of these schools towards the middle of ij.ll :k. E. Ox the 60 rural 
libraries started during that year, 57 are Malayalam libraries and 3 
Tamil ones. An allotment of Rs. 100 was made for each library for 
fumi tare' and appliances. 

The Headmasters of the schools in which Rural Libraries aro 
housed are the Honorary Librarians. The Honorary Librarians are 
assisted by a Committee of 3 members nominated by tlio Assistant 
inspector. The nominated men.tiers of the Committoo hold oflieo 
for 3 years, but-are eligible for re-appointment. The Committee 
meets as often as the Honorary Librarian n.ay consider nocessary 
for the transaction of business. The Honorary Librarian keeps a 
record of the proceedings of such meetings. The Committee may 
make suggestions and proposals for tue better working of the 
Library.. The correspondence of the Committee is carried on by 
. the Honorary Librarian. The Division Inspectors and the Assistant 
Inspectors inspect the libraries in their usual tours and report on 
their working to the Director of Public Instruction. 

The use of the Library and Reading Room is free to the men 
and women of the locality. Applications for admission as 
Subscribers should be addressed to the Honorary Librarian in the 
Prescribed form. Subscribers to the Library shall pay a monthly 
subscription of Chs. 2 or 3 aecording_ as they borrow 1 or 2 books 
respectively at a time. Subscription for each month shall bo 
payable in advance. Subscribers may suspend their subscription 
for one month or longer, provided that previously they give notice 
in writing to the Honorary Librarian and return all books in their 
possession and pay all outstanding dues. Subscribers shall deposit 
Chs. 3.4 with the Honorary Librarian before taking out bookB'from 
the Library. The balance of the deposit, if any, after deducting all 
dues to the Library will be returned to the subscriber, when he or 
she ceases to be such. 

The Library and Reading Room shall be open between 4'16 r. M. 
and 6'15 I’. M. during working days for the school and between S A. n, 
and 11 A. M, and between 3 P. M. and 7 i\ 31. during other days 
(including Sundays) except a, few' specified holidays. 

The librarians are paid a monthly allowance of Rs. 3 each 
for their work. A fixed grant of Rs. 3-21-0 per mensem is also 
sanctioned to each library for meeting the contingent charges- In 
1112,' six additional libraries were started (5 Malayalam libraries and 
1 Tamil). During 1113, 6 more Rural Libraries were started. 
During the year 1114, 6 more Rural Libraries were started (6 
Malayalam and 1 Tamil). During 1115 also, 6 more Rural Libra¬ 
ries were started of which 1 was Tamil and 5 were Malayalam. 
The practice of Opening new Rural Libraries was continued in 1116 
also and 6 Libraries (one Tamil and five Malayalam) were opened 





during tne year. During il.1.7 also Wo Rural Libraries (one 
Maiayalam and one Tamil) wojo opened. The system continued 
to function and four Kin»J Libraries tone Tamil and'threeMalayalam) 
were additionally opened jn 11JS- The total number of Depart¬ 
mental Kural libraries in tho State was thus raised to 3(5 as 
against 92 in the year 1117. 

Contributions oi books are r.iso being received from the 
public'in a large number of .centres. The Department is subscribing 
for a daily and a week!- paper and 2 monthly magazines for each 
library. Copies of the Maloyalam Almanac, State Administration 
Report in Malayalam and tho Public Health Bulletins published by 
the Department, of t'n him Health are also supplied free of cost to 
each library. . 

Tho people of the Rural areas where the Departmental Rural 
Libraries are started, are taking keen interest. Besides those who 
make a free use of tho Reading Rooms attached to .these libraries, 
there are men and women subscribers, 

A savings bank account is opened in the name of the Honor¬ 
ary librarian in the nearest Treasury or Anchal O0ieo to remit the 
deposits collected from the subscribers. The accounts are pledged 
to the Assistant Inspector of the District. Amounts collected as de¬ 
posits are entered both In the deposit register and in the cash book 
and remitted into the Treasury to be credited in the Pass Book. The 
monthly fees collected from the subscribers are entered in the subs¬ 
cription register and ip. the cash book and remitted into the Treasury 
twice a month, 

A monthly statement of accounts showing the daily receipts and 
payments supported by youchers and chaians is submitted to the 
respective Assistant Inspectors fwscrutiny and record. 


. Aided Libraries. 

•lliere are at present 64 Reading Rooms and Libraries which 
are ii-idod by tiro Education Department. Apart from the amount 
received from Government in cash as grant, these institutions are 
also allowed certain concessions with regard to the supply of Govern¬ 
ment publications. These institutions are supplied with copies of

(i a ) the general progress of the institution judged by its mem¬ 
bership, the number of volumes of useful bosks it possesses, the 
number of persons benefited by the institution during the year 

etc., and 

(b) the amount advanced by the management towards the 
purchase of new books and for subscribing for newspapers for the 
use of the institution. 

The Rules, for the award oi gr.mt-iu-aiJ to Beading Rooms, 
and Libraries and a list of the institution ! that have been awarded 
i.rant this year are subjoined. 


Rules Relating to Grants lor Libraries ana Reading Rooms. 

1. Definition. Under these rules‘Library’ means a collection 
of books that may be issued to persons for penis d. ‘Reading 
Room’, in addition to all that is included by ‘Library’ implies the 
existence of a room on the premises in which persons may read. 
Libraries and Reading Rooms may or may not be supplied with 
periodicals and newspapers. 

2. Conditions of eligibility for grant-,. Libraries end Reading 
Rooms in the State shall be eligible for grant-in-aid from Govern¬ 
ment, Provided they satisfy the following conditions:— 

•» They shall be under the management of a committee 
and office-bearers approved by the Director, 

(J) They shall be freely open to the public for purposes of 
consultation. 

(e) They shai] be entirely undenominational. 

(d) The Library and Reading Boom Rules etioupi iava been 

approved by the Director. 

(e) Each Library or Reading Room shall contain a minimum 

of 200 approved books. 

(/) The minimum guaranteed annual income from sub- 
scriptions should not be less than Rs. 40. 

8. Accommodation for Libraries. Separate buildings, are ueces. 
eary to accommodate Libraries and Reading Rooms. 

Authorities of aided. Reading Rooms and Libraries are expected 
to exercise the greatest care in granting the use of their buildings or 
premises for meetings of any kind which are not connected with the 
ordiimry purposes of the institutions. Permission should only be 
given on receipt of a lyritteu application from a responsible party 
stating, the hours within and the purpose for which the meeting is to 
be held. In no case shall the building or premises of any aided

4'. Accounts, Records and Registers. Complete accounts, registers 
and records should he maintained in tho Library and Reading Room 
and these shall be open to inspection by the Assistant Inspecting 
Officers. 

5. Books and Periodicals., Books and periodicals vetoed by the 
Director shall not find a place in any Library or Reading Room aided 
by Government. 

6. Applications fur grant, in the form proscribed, shall be made 
not later than the 1st Kannl each ypr to the- Assistant Inspecting 
Officer, a copy of the application being simultaneously sent to the 
Director. The Assistant Inspecting Officer shall forward the appli¬ 
cation to the Director through the Chief Inspecting Officer. 

Each application for grant shall be accompanied hy— 

(i) a copy of the Library and Reading Room Rules. 

(ii) a complete list of books in the Library or Reading 
Room and cf periodicals subscribed for. 



7. Maximum amount of grant. The maximum amount that 
may be sanctioned as grant- for an institution shall not in any one 
year exceed Rs. (200) two hundred. 

8. Building grants and furniture grants. Building giants and 
furniture grants to Libraries may be awarded under the provisions 
of Chapter XV of the Education Code. 

9. The authority competent to sanction giant under these 
rules is the Director of Public Instruction. 

10. Payment of grants. The annual grant shall be paid in four 
instalments ordinarily in Tulam, Makaram, Medom and Karkada- 
gom on bills countersigned by the Assistant Inspecting Officers. 

11. Infringement of rules. Grants are liable to be withdrawn 
by the Director for -infringement of any of the rules.

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RULES FOR THE OCCUPATION OF FOREST BUNGALOWS 
AND FOREST CAMP-SHEDS. 

(a i Forest bungalows and Forest camp-sheds are under the 
immediate charge of the respective Divisional Forest Officers of the 
Divibion in which they are situated, but their management is under 
the control of the Conservator of Forests. 

(6) No rent or fee is to be paid by officers or subordinates 
oi theForest Department for the temporary occupation of Forest bun¬ 
galow snr forest camp-sheds for periods not exceeding 10 days. 

(c) Forest bungalows and forest camp-sheds, when not iu use 
by members of the Forest Department, are available, free of charge, 
for temporary occupation by officers of other departments of grades 
corresponding to those of the controlling staff of the Forest Depart¬ 
ment. 

(d) Forest Officers have, however, the prior right of occupation 
and all other Government Officers eligible for occupying such 
bungalows and camp-sheds should obtain permission from the 
respective Divisional Forest Officers before making use of them 
except in ease's of emergency, when they should not only intimate 
the fact to the Divisional ForeBt Officer, but should also vacate the 
buildings directly they are required by the Forest Officers. 

(e) The Conservator of Forests may allow a Forest bungalow 
or forest camp-shed to be used by private individuals, subject to the 
condition that they should vacate it, if required by a Government 
Officer on duty. Private individuals so occupying a Forest bun¬ 
galow or camp-shed will be charged at the following rates for a day 
or portion of a day of 24 hours

Forest bungalows 12 annas Re. 1 

Forest ohmp-sheds 8 annas 12 autuih 

(f) Half the fee levied for the nse of a bungalow will be 
charged for pitching tents in the compound of the building. An 
officer ooonpying a bungalow has a prior claim to the use of the out- 
honseB and stables attached to the bungalows, Bnbject to the condi¬ 
tion that they are available withont further charge for the use of 
officers occupying tents in the compound. 

(g) Rent will be charged only for the days an officer actually 
stays in a bungalow, camp-shed, or tent in the compound. The date 
of arrival and despatch of soman will not affect the charge. 

( h ) All officers and persons occupying ..these buildings or 
promises shall pay the rent due before vacating them. „ 

(f) Servants, travelling separately from their masters with 
horses- or- lug-gage, may have accommodation,. provided there is 
room ; and they will be charged half rates. 

(j) The following will be sufficient notice to any occupier 
to vacate a building under temporary occupation 

(1) A Gazetted Officer should vacate in favour of another 
Gazetted Officer on receipt of 24 hours’ notice. 

(2) ' A non T gazetted officer should vacate (a) in favour of a 
Gazetted Officer on receipt of 6 hours’notice and (6) in favour of 
another non-gazetted officer on receipt of 24 hours’ notice. 
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(3) A non-official should vacate (a) in favour of an official 
on receipt of 6 hours’ notice and (3) in favour of another non-official 
on receipt of 24 hours’ notice. 

(4) The bungalow watohers cannot be expected to cater 
for the occupiers.

MOTOR TRAFFIC. 

The law governing motor vehicles in the State is contained, in 
the Trq.vancora Motor Vehicles Act of 1117 and the rules passed 
thereunder. The following relevant sections of the Act relate to 
motor vehicles registered outside the State and entering the State.

The 
working of the above Aot and be Rules and the control and re¬ 
gulation of traffic in the public canals devolve ori the officers of the 
P.W D., the. Chief Engbeer being the controlling officer. The Assist¬ 
ant Engineers, Sub-Engineers, Supervisors, .Overseas and Lock- 
superintendents are ex-officio Canal Officers werkbg under be res¬ 
pective’ Executive Engbeers, Always, Kottayam, Quilon and 
Trivandrum ; and. they are empowered to regulate and control

In the case of vessels registered or 
licensed in Cochin or Malabar, they will be exempted from licen¬ 
sing in this State, if the owners of those vessels reside or have 
their principal place of business in those Districts and if they 
do not ply for service exclusively within Travancore limits. Vessels 
plying for pubiio passenger or goods service or for purpose of trade 
have to be licensed annually, while vessels, other than steam vessels, 
intended for the ‘personal use of the owners and not plying for hire, 
need be registered only once so long as the'person in whose name it 
has bean registered continues to be the owner. The fees for licens¬

The_lieepses of steam vessels ancl country orafis are currant for 
one year* while the -licenses of rafts are current only for 6 weeks. 

The steam vessels navigating in the waters in the State have to 
fy) subjected to half-yearly inspections by the.Superintendent, 
Workshops and Chief Boiler Inspector- and the Principal Port 
Officer, tire former regarding the fitness of the engine, etc,, of the 
boats for service and. the latter regarding the sea-worthiness, 
stability and equipment of the vessels. After inspection, these 
officers,issue certificates certifying that, the vessels are fit for service 
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for 6 months. These certificates are issued twioe annually, viz., for 
the first and second half-years from the 1st Chingom and from the 
1st Kfimbhom. The fees ,for the half-yearly inspections of steam

The licenses of steam vessels will be'-issued only on production 
of these certificates of inspection and the license will be in force only 
for the period for which the certificate holds good. Although the 
licenses for steam vessels have force tor one year, they will cease ‘to 
be current when the period of the inspection certificate expires; and 
unless the boat is subjected to inspection again and afresh bertifioate 
is obtained, thejicense will not have force and the vessels should 
not be navigated. ' , 


All steam vessels used for service should be manned by the 
required competent crew, viz., Master, Driver t and Syrang, who have 
undergone the necessary examination and obtained certificates of 
competency from the .Chief Engineer. The examination of bbkt 
crew is conducted by the -Superintendent, Workshops and Chief 
Boiler Inspector, once in'six’months at Alleppey, Quilon and Tri¬ 
vandrum. The fees tor the examination are Rs. 10 tor Master, Rs. 7 


tor Driver and Rs. 5 for Syrang. The certificates of competency of 
boat'crew are liable to suspension or cancellation by the Chief 
Engineer for misconduot or default in the discharge'Of duties, The 
owners of motor boats wishing fo drive them personally aid solely 
for their personal use are not required to take out a Driver’s 
competency certificate. ■ .. 

Steam Vessels intended for plying for hire have, in addition to 
the licenses, to obtain timings, similar to the permits in the .'case of 
stage carriages from the Executive Engineer tor plying for Service be¬ 
tween the f different places, : fixing the hour <pf departure from the 
starting station and the hour of arrival at the terminal station, before 
putting the vessels into service. The timings granted are published 
in tire Gazette; A timing once granted will not ordinariIy.be altered 
, for six months. The boats are required to adhere strictly to the 
timings ; and any timing not utilised tor 3 days conseoutively or 
utilised for less than 25 daysin a calendar month is.liable to be 
cancelled, unless such failure is caused by unavoidable circumstances 
explained to the satisfaction of foe officers concerned, 



Copies, of timings will be posted in vessels and at the different 
jetties. 

Steam vessels intended’for public passenger service are required 
to touch the jetties or wharves on the route. Jetty Maistries are 
appointed at these jetties to control and regulate the traffic • at the 
jetty and to see that the boats conform to the rules in the matter of 
number of passengers, cargo carried, time of arrival, etc. Vessels 
are prohibited from embarking or disembarking, passengers from 
places otberthan recognised jetties. While issuing certificates of 
inspection of boats, the number of passengers or quantity of goods 
each vessel is considered fit to carry is fixed ; and any overloading 
is liable to punishment. 

There are no rates of fares authorised or prescribed by Govern¬ 
ment. Owners of vessels wishing 'to run their boats for passenger 
service prescribe a list of fares for ithe several classes between the 
terminal and each of the intermediate stations and submit it to the 
Executive Engineer. The fares charged for the same route by different 
boat owners therefore differ. But no boat owner shall collect fees 
in excess of the fees prescribed by him. Any intention of an owner 
to chaise the rates of fares-once fixed should be intimated to the 
Executive Engineer seven days in advance. 

A statement showing, the different routes in which public pas¬ 
senger steam vessels ply is given at the end of this note.

The administration of canals In Cochin and British India is 
governed by Acts and Rules of the respective Governments 
similar to those in Travancore. The backwaters of TravaHcore, 
•Cochin and Malabar afe inter-connected and there is considerable 
dommeioial intercourse among these States. There is therefore a 
mutual understanding recognised by the three States that the vessels 
registered or licensed in one State should not be registered or licensed 
in the other States, subject to the conditions (1) that the vessels shall 
be registered or lioensed in the State in which the owners reside or in 
which they have their principal place of business if they reside in 
’more than one area and (2) that the vessels do not ply for service 
exclusively within the limits of one territory in which case they shall 
be licensed in that State: There js also another mutual understand¬ 
ing that vessels whioh have to be licensed in qne State 6s per the 
above principle shall be allowed to ply in the waters in the other. 
States ^during the first month of the year even if they do not possess 
the licenses-or registration certificates for that year, in order that 
those vessels may be allowed one month’s time to .take out licenses 
or registration certifies tea from the State to which they belong. The 
inspection certificates of one State as to the fitness of boats are also 
recognised by the other,States. The punishments Inflicted on the 
bbafs or boat crew by any one State are also enforced in the other 
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Ferries. 

The total number ol ferries maintained in the State at Govern¬ 
ment cost is 338, of which 74 are in Alwaye Division, 101 in 
ICottayain Division, 126 in Qnijon Division, 32 in Trivandrum Divi-

RULES RfeQARDlNO EXAMINATION AT CUSTOMS HOUSES 
AND PREVENTIVE STATIONS. 

- No carts, cars, boats or other conveyances carrying passengers 
or goods, and no passengers travelling on foot shall enter or leave 
Travanoore unless they are examined at the frontier, and allowed to 
proceed, by duly appointed officers of customs. 

Conveyances containing only Passengers and their luggage, 
conveyances not loaded with goods of any kind, and passengers on 
foot, will be examined and passed at'the Preventive Stations or 
Customs Houses, as the case may be. situated on their direct route ; 
but in the case of conveyances loaded with goods of any kind, the. 
examination will be done only at the Customs House and persons 
in charge.of such conveyances shall take them to such Customs 
House to be examined and Passed. 

Such persons shall give true particulars of the goods conveyed 
by delivering to the officer in charge of the Customs H ouse an export 
or an import manifest, as the case may be, in. Such form and con¬ 
taining such particulars as the Controlling Officer of Customs may 
prescribe and shall.also subscribe a declaration^ the truth of such 
particulars at the, foot 'of Such manifest. Such persons shall also 
afford all facilities for the Customs Officer to examine the goods. 

In token of such examination, a ticket will be issued to eaeh 
conveyance and it shall be prodneed at the nearest Preventive 
Station If no such ticket is produced, the conveyance will be 
turned back to the Customs House for the necesBary examination 

In the ease of luggage accompanying Passengers of whose 
social standing there is obviously no-doubt, a regular examination 
of the contents of such packages or bundles may be dispensed with 
at the discretion of the officer condncting the examination jf euch 
passengers make a declaration in writing and sign [t before such 
officer that they carry' ho dutiable or prohibited articles. No pass¬ 
enger can claim this procedure as a matter of right. Nothing in this 
rule shall prevent the officer from examining the luggage after such 
declaration if such officer deems it necessary to do. so. 

Owners of articles, whether subject to customs duty or not, shall 
also give such further particulars regarding the goods and also pro¬ 
duce any invoice, broker’s hot®, policy of insurance or other docu¬ 
ment which it is in their power to fiimjsh as may be required by 
the Customs Officer. The goods shall not be removed unless such 
information is furnished or the document required is Produced,

PASSPORTS. 


It ia necessary for Travancoreans to provide themselves with 
passports whop they propose to travel outside India. They have to 
apply to the Resident for the Madras States for the grant of such 
passportB. Such appli cations are referred by him to the Travan- 
core Government, in regard to the antecedents,' character and 
financial condition of the applicants. When Travanooreana get 
• stranded In foreign places, it ?e the Travancore Government that 
has to bear the repatriation charges. Hence, the Division 
Peishkar concerned is usually referred to, and on the basis of his 
report, the recommendation to the Resident is made. It Is now 
usual to take securities, in landed property or personal, to the 
amount considered necessary forth* repatriation charges. In the 
majority of cases, this is Rs. 2,000 Government will not recom¬ 
mend the issue of passports in cases where such security is not forth¬ 
coming. 


DECLARATION OP ELIGIBILITY OF SUBJECTS OF 
INDIAN STATES FOR APPOINTMENT TO THE 
CIVIL SERVICES IN BRITISH INDIA. 

The existing procedure for the issue of declarations of eligibi¬ 
lity under Section 262 (i) of the Government of India Act, 1985, is 
contained in the Travancore Directory 1943, Part I pages 424426. 
The Government cf India have in deference to certain represent*^ 
tions made‘to them about the practical difficulties of observing the 
existing procedure, decided that the procedure referred to shall be 
dispensed with for the duration of the present emergency. In ac¬ 
cordance with this decision, Departments of the Government of 
India will henceforth be free. to issue declarations of eligibility, 
where required, forthwith without any special procedure being 
observed. The character and antecedents of the subjects of Indian 
States etc., will however be verified, where necessary, in the same 
manner as is done in the case of British Indian candidates, whom 

any orders for the time being in force require this to be done. 

It will, therefore no longer be nepessary for candidates to for¬ 
ward such applications and other documents to this Government for 

transmission to the Resident for the Madras States., 



LICENSES for importation of wireless sets. 


The importation of wireless sets in the State is controlled by 
licenses issued by the Wireless Telegraph Authority, Trivandrum 
under Notification R. Die. No. 220/42/ General, dated the 2nd 
February 1942, issued under section 18 of the Tra van core Sea 
Customs Act, of 1083 (V, of 1088). ' ' ‘ 

The license is to be surrendered to the customs authorities at 
the place of import. 

No license will be Issued for the importation of wireless trans¬ 
mitting sets for the present. Licenses are issued for the importa¬ 
tion of wireless receiving sets. Every applicant should stats in his 
application:— 

1. The make and No. of the set and manufacturer's speci¬ 

fications, 

2. The name of the customs ohowkey through whioh the . 

set ie to be imported, and , 

3. Whether, the set is a receiver ora transmitter or both. 

No license fee is levied for the importation of wireless sets 

or accessories, but at the time of making the application for the 
importation of wireless sets, the applicant is required to record his 
acceptance of the following conditions 

T. That he will conform to the provisions of the TravanoorS 
Wireless Telegraph Act of 1115 and rules there¬ 
under. . - ■ 

2. That in case the set is sold, he will obtain and forward 
to the Wireless Telegraph Authority, Trivandrum, the,*, 
purchaser’s acceptance of the above condition without 
which the sale cannot be considered valid. 
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• LICENSES FOR THE POSSESSION OP WIRELESS 
APPARATUS. 


, The possession of Wireless Telegraph Apparatus is regulated 
by Apt XXIII of 1115 (The Travanooro Wireless Telegraph Act, 
1115) passed on 2nd Mithunam 11.15 corresponding lo 15th June, 
1940. Under Section 10 of tbe Act, Government have framed rules 
regarding the possession of Wireless Telegraph Apparatus and 
published the same in the Gazette dated. 28-10-1116/10*6-1941. 

, Applications for, licenses under the above rule,.? are to be for¬ 
warded to tbe Wireless Telegraph Authority or Wireless Telegraph 
Inspector, Trivandrum. 

The following fees are prescribed for the licenses:

2. Dealers’ Possession License „ 10 

3. Commercial Broadcast Receiver License 25

In addition to a Dealer’s Possession License, a_ dealer is 
required to take a Commercial Broadcaet Receiver License for 
S. Rs. 25 for sets that are in a condition capable of receiving or 
reproducing broadcast programmes in their business premises. 

An additional fee of S3s. 10 shall be payable for each addi¬ 
tional receiver , or Loud-speaker o r similar appliance connected to 
one Commercial Broadcast receiver, or for each additional Micro¬ 
phone or Loud-speaker or similar appliance connected to one 
Public. Address System. A renewal fee of 8, Rs. 9 shall be payable 
for every license except in oases of Commercial Broadcast 
Receive! License or Public Address System license where the 
renewal fee is S. Rs. 20 in either case* The application together 
with the required, remittance has- to bo made - on or before the date 
of its expiry, failing which, a’penalty of Chs. 14 is payable for each 
license. In case the license is not renewed even after a month of 
its expirj' date, the full fees have to be paid in each case. Licenses 
shall be valid for a period of 12 calendar months beginning from 
the .first day of the month of issue-
